The loan celling Increase, 
part of a bill Introduced Feb. 8 
revising several aspects of the 
federal Canada Student Loans 
program, will mean students 
Will be able to borrow up to 
-$2,240 per academic year, up 
from the current $1 ,800. 

But, ' according to NUS 
executive member Bryan 
Bedford, this means students 
In most provinces will simply 
receive more loans and less 
grants. 

"What will happen is that 
most provinces (not Ontario or 
Quebec) will cut back the 
grants and give more loans." 

-Canada Student Loans are 
administered 
provincial student aid systems 
in all provinces except Quebec. 

The provinces may, if they wish, 
supplement the loan money 
with provincial grants. 

The bill was introduced into 
the House of Commons by 
Secretary 

Roberts. However, a similar bill 
was dropped last year after 
vociferous opposition from 
NUS. 

This year, NUS represen- 
tatives said NUS was not 
consulted before the bill was 
introduced. 

According 

spokesperson Joan Potvin, the 
bill was introduced because the 
ministry felt the act was no 
longer current and "to make 
more money available to 
students In longer courses. . 

"It will go • somewhat to 
meeting higher costs." 

NUS Presideht John Tuzyk 
disagreed. "Although student 
costs have increased. It Is 
hardly rational to increase the 
burden with greater in- 
debtedness after graduation." 

When questioned about the 
NUS objection, Potvin said It 
was up to the provinces to 
decide if they wished to use 
loan money to displace grants. 



The proposed ôhànges in- 
clude: 

—calculating the loan limits 
on a weekly rather than yearly 
basis, permitting students In 
longer courses to receive 
greater maximum aid to meet 
higher costs; 

—raising the loan limit from 
$1,800 a year ($56.25 a week for 
an average course) to $70 a 
week. For an average 32-week 
course, this would raise the 
limit to $2,240. 

— lowering the eligible 
course length from 26 to. 12 
weeks to allow studentS'in 
shorter courses to also be 
elibible for loans; 

—making landed Immigrants 
who receive permanent status 
immediately eligible for loans, 
through instead of forcing them to wait 
12 months; 

— permitting the estab- 
lishment of regulations to deny 
aid or interest-free status to 
students who have abused the 
prograni by Intentionally 
defaulting, declaring 

of State John bankruptcy, or failing to honor 
their contract for a loan without 
a just cause. 

Potvin said provincial 
student aid programs would be 
responsible for disqualifying 
such students. However, they 
could appeal directly to the 
Canada Student Loans 
Ministry Program to have their case 
reviewed. If they could prove 
the default had not been In- 
tentional, she said, they could 
be reinstated. . 

NUS did not object to any 
other changes beside the loan 
ceiling Increase. However, it 
questioned the amount of 
attention the ministry was 
paying to student Input. 

"This bill does not address 
the concerns raised by the 
National Union of Students last 
year,” said NUS executive 
member Bev Crossman. She 
said the only way to Increase 
access ■ to post-secondary 
education was to increase 
grants, rather than loans, and

To err is human— 
especially at McGill 
To the Daily: 

The Daily recently published a 
letter from some members of 
the executive of the Economics 
Students' Association. It 
provided for what was termed 
"positive action" to deal with 
what has come to be known as 
the Deutsch Affair. As far as it 
goes, the letter is good. 
However, it deals with only part 
of the problem. 

The central issue is the role 
of departmental promotion and 
tenure committees. As the best 
qualified body to judge the 
merits of a candidate for 
promotion,! these committees 
have ail Important function 
long erstablished in practice. 
Any dirninutlon of the role of 
these committees almost 
inevitably leads to severe ' 
questioning of the merits of the 
eventual decision. However, 
the University statutes dealing 
with promotion make no 
mention of departments. The 
established procedures are 
outlined in the "Guidelines for 
Chairmen and Deans" and 
some have considered these as 
University regulations but 
University officials have stated 
they do not feel bound by them. 
Thus, in order that such a 
situation does not arise again, 
the established procedures for 
promotion must become un- 
breakable so that all can- 
didates will receive the same 
treatment. 

■ With this point. I'm sure, the 
ESA executive is In agreement. 

I feel, however, that there are 
other questions of vital im- 
portance that should not be 
blithely ignored. There Is the 
Report of the Committee on the 
Disclosure of Information. Its 
recommendations, wherein the 
circulating of documents by 
three professors was found 
"Inexcusable" and “wholly 
unacceptable" contradict the 
body of the report. The Senate, 
in response to the report, sent a 
letter to the recipients of the 
documents in question asking 
them to destroy these 
documents. Three highly 
respected professors, feeling 
that other members of the 
> University community should 
be made aware of certain ac- 
' tion of certain administrators, 
circulateddocuments to this end 
without contravening any

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University rules or CAUT. or 
MAUT guidelines, and the 
response of the Senate is to 
reprimand them and order the 
evidence destroyed. 

I. am not alone in being 
unable to see how such a 
response is warranted, and in 
despairing that justice can 
prevail in this University. 

Another important question 
is whether any University of- 
ficials have acted improperly. 
One example of Seeming im- 
propriety is found in the.official 
minutes of the May 26 meeting 
of Senate, when It was 
proposed that a statutory 
selection committee be set up 
to consider Professor Deut- 
sch's application for 
promotion. At first, no mention 
was made that this case was 
different from five others 
presented at the same time but 
a question from the floor 
brought this out. Then, a 
professor said that from what 
he had been told, it seerhed 
Professor Deutsch had applied 
to the departmental Promotion 
and Tenure Committee and the 
committee had refused to hear 
his request. This was not true 
but some of the University's 
highQst officials, who knew the 
true story and are supposed to 
provide the Senate with In- 
formation, did not bottler to 
correct this, statement. Thus, 
Senators voted on the motion 
labouring under a mistaken 
assumption, an assumption 
under which they could not but 
vote the way they did. An ex- 
planation for such an error of 
omission is necessary if an 
attitude of trust Is to return to 
this University. 

It would be narrowly partisan 
to act at this point as though' 
only University officials had 
committed errors, and all 
others involved had not. In a 
year ^f activity. It would be . 
possible to fill this newspaper, 
with accounts of perceived 
errors in judgment.. Still, 
mistakes at lower levels can be 
resolved If top University ad- 
ministrators are not prone to 
major errors of judgment and, 
more importantly, if disputes 
can be settled In an open at- 
mosphere where those who 
disagree with decisions made 
by higher authorities are 
treated in a fair manner. 
Looking at the Deutsch Affair it 
, seems McGill lacks both of 
these. Administrators have 
made questionable decisions 
and those who have attempted 
to point out their errors have 
been treated unfairly. 

At this moment, there is a 
great deal of distrust within 
McGill and this will not be 
diminished by ignoring what 
has happened. If University 
affairs are to run smoothly, 
such uncomfortable questions 
as those raised above must be 
faced squarely.

Dear Mr. Sykes, 

This is a reply to your letter of 
February 5, signed by you and 
' five colleagues of the 
Economics Students’ 
Association. I hope you will 
pass this reply along to your co- 
signers. 

I am sure you are right in 
stating that recent events have 
interfered with the programs of 
the Departments of Economics. 

I. like the cairn tone of your 
letter, and I shall pass it on 
intact to the Steering Com- 
mittee of Senate, which 
decides on the agenda of 
Senate. 

You will expect me to make 
some comments on the con- 
tents of your letter. I shall 
restrict myself to two points. 

(1) It Is quite untrue that my 
actions in the case have no 
precedent; on the contrary. It 
was well-established precedent 
that led me to those actions. I 
have long taken the view that if 
only the Statutory Selection 
Committee can recommend the 
promotion to full professor. 

How the buck 
was passed 
To the Daily: 

In their letter of Febmary 5th, 
Caroline Butson and Sonia 
Lipson of the "pro-referendum 
committee" brought Into 
question the Students’ 
Council’s decision to link the 
referendum on affiliation to 
l’Association Nationale ' des 
Etudiants du Québec (ANEQ) to 
an increase in fees by one 
dollar. It is necessary to make à 
few corrections of their ac- 
counts of Council’s past ac- 
tions, and to briefly explain the 
rational behind the ANEQ/fee 
increase link. 

Had Ms. Biitson or Lipson 
bothered to consult the Council 
minutes, they would have found 
that Council never voted not to . 
join ANEQ. The executive 
committee did present a 
document to council on Oc- 
tober 25th which recommended 
that the Students’ Society not 
join ANEQ during the current 
^ year. The main reason for this 
recommendation was the 
relative impotence of the 
university members In ANEQ, 
who constitute only six of the 
35 members (ona^ vote per 
member). Council showed great 
reluctance to take a stand 
against ANEQ without further 
information, and was averse to 
' accepting what had been', 
admittedly, a hastely written 
document. After protracted 
debate (which included a vote 
against the principle of a non- 
building referendum), my 
seconder and I withdrew the 
motion to accept the 
document. We then moved that 
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then ■ only the Statutory 
Selection Committee can 
ultimately refuse the 
promotion. I think that most 
people would agree with this. 
This means, to me, that no body 
— not the Departmental 
Committee, not the Faculty 
Board, not Senate— can block 
consideration for promotion. In 
practice they may delay it 
somewhat. 

The Deutsch case Is at least 
the fourth in my experience 
where a Statutory Selection 
Committee has been set up 
after a department either 
recommended against 
promotion, or was in 
disagreement with its own ' 
faculty, or failed to deal with 
the case at all, or was in 
dispute with the candidate over 
procedure (the Deutsch case). 
In all these cases the Statutory 
Selection Committee was. set 
up and acted in the usual way 
except for some delay. Only the 
Deutsch case was followed by 
loud allegations of wrong- 
doing, already rejected over- 
whelmingly by Senate. 

(2) If the effect of your 
proposed resolutions Is to give 
‘apy body other than the 
Statutory* Selection Committee 
a veto over consideration for 
promotion, then I am against 

the Students’ Society join 
RAEU (The' Regroupement des 
Associations Etudiants 
Universitaires); a uniquely 
university group formed of both 
members and rion-members of 
ANEQ. 

When Council discussed the 
referendum proposal at the last 
meeting, it was acknowledged 
that a number of con- 
siderations would have to be 
taken Into account. First, the 
referendum was to be binding. 
It was felt that within the 
constitution of the Society the 
only way to make such a 
referendum unavoidably bin- 
ding on an executive and a 
council which is not yet elected 
was to link affiliation to a fee 
increase specifically for this 
purpose. This did not cause 
excessive concern because ft 
was generally acknowledged 
that the Students’ Society 
could not safely assume the 
cost of membership (between 
$5,000 and 17,000 per year) 
without an increase In fees. 

The second major concern 
was that students fully un- 
derstand the implication of a 
vote for affiliation to ANEQ. As 
I have mentioned, one im- 
plication was that a fee in- 
crease would be necessary. As 
every fee increase requires a 
referendum to gain student 
approval, it was logical to join 
the two referendum questions 
Into one. It was also felt that 
the link to a fee Increase might 
encourage students to find out 
something about ANEQ before 
they voted. 

Once the principle of such a 
link was decided on it was a 



them. The fact that promotion 
recommendations are In the 
hands of the Statutory 
Selection Committee has been, 
a ’source of strength in this 
university, and surely will not 
"lead to a decline In the quality 
of education at McGill," to 
quote your letter. 

-The above are my own 
opinions and will not affect the 
disposition of your proposed 
resolutioiis, which will be 
decided by the Steering 
Committee.

matter of deciding what fee 
increase should be written into 
the referendum. The fee foV- 
mally requested by ANEQ is 
one dollar per student per year, 
but this may be* bargained 
down, perhaps as low as 25c 
per student. Unfortunately, the 
constitution does not seem to 
allow for a request for an In- 
crease in fees which is not a 
specific amount. We felt that 
the average student would be 
considering the issue In 
principle and thus the issue 
wouldn’t be terribly prejudiced 
by the difference between 25c 
per year and $1 per year. This* 
explains why the formal figure 
of $1 per student was written 
Into the question. 

Ironically the timing of the 
referendum may be somewhat 
inappropriate. The universities 
in RAEU (including McGill) have 
recently brought into question 
the whole Issue of the power of • 
the universities in the existing 
structures. Several universities 
are seriously considering 
withdrawing from ANEQ if they 
are not given representation 
more proportional to their size. 
This matter cannot be resolved 
until proposed changes are 
brought before ANEQ Congress 
in June, but our referendum is 
scheduled for March. The 
details of this dispute are 
rather too complex to deal with 
here, and will be examined at 
some other time. 

f hope this somewhat 
clarifies, the whole issue of the 
ANEQ referendum.
